tions which have been in progress be- 
tween the United States and Brazil, 
resulted last Saturday in signing ap 
agreement (under the _ reciprocity 
clause of the new tariff law) by Secre- 
tary Blaine and Senor Mendonca, the 
Brazilian Minister. The agreement 
has been approved by President Har- 
rison, and a proclamation announcing 
the fact will probably be made public 
without delay. The agreement will 
. go into effect on the first day of Janu- 
ary next. It is also understood that 
similar agreements with Cuba and 
Venezuela are being negotiated. 
Under the provisions of the agree- 
mont Brazil reduced her import 
charges upon American products, 
farm, factory and mine, to the extent 
of about $5,000,000 annually. The 
present annual importation of sugar 
from Brazil is about 125,000 tons, and 
it is believed that under the stimulus 
which this reciprocity will give, she 
will this year increase her sugar ship- 
ments to 200,000, and next year to 
500,000 tons, and that in five years 
Brazil will be aple to furnish all the 
sugar required in the United States. 
Some idea of the far reaching impor- 
tance of this reciprocal agreement 
may be gathered from the estimates 
which have been made of increased 
trade which will result. At present 
- the United States pays to Brazil an- 
nually $65,000,000, while it only re-

The measure under consider- 
ation, however, did not in many of its 
details receive the sanction of his judg- 
ment. It appeared to him to be 
cumbrous, complicated and obscure in 
many of its provisions and difficult of 
application. It subordinated’ the 
the judiciary to political control, and 
opened the treasury to indefinite ex- 
penditure, without reqnisite supervis- 
ion and in violation, in his judgment, 
of, if not the law, the letter of the 
provisions of the constitution that de- 
clared no money shall ‘be drawn out 
of the treasury except in consequence 
of appropriations made by law. In 
order to guard against the enactment 
of such a measure jnto law in his ab- 
sence, without amendments which he 
regarded essential to prevent dangers 
not less distinct than those which it 
was intended to obviate, he had re- 
served the right to vote, in his ab- 
sence, with those Republicans who 
favored the consideration of other im- 
portant measures, unless those modi- 
fications were made. He had no 
arrangement, agreement or under- 
standing, express or implied, direct 
or indirect, remote or contingent, to 
have his vote counted against the pas- 
sage of the Elections bill. He had 
been a Republican since the party 
was born, and had voted without 
variableness or shadow of turning for 
eyery Republican candidate. During 
that period he had never espoused the 
cause which he believed to be wrong 
because it was popular, and had never 
refused to advocate a cause which he 
believed to be right because it was 
unpopular.

Republican Spirit in Spain.

Bracetona, Feb. 5.—The revolu- 
ticnary spirit smouldering throughout 
Spain nearly burst into a flame in this 
city to-day. There was a peaceful 
demonstration in which there wasa 
parade and speeches in favor of the 
republican leader, Don Nicolas Sal- 
meron Alfonso. The crowds became 
somewhat excited. This seems to 
have alarmed the officer in charge of 
the mounted gendarmes detailed to 
maintain order. He lost his head and 
ordered the gendarmes to charge the 
crowd. They did so at a gallop, firing 
pistols and carbines right and. left. 
The result was several persons were 
more or less dangerously wounded. 
This deeply enraged the people, but 
the crowd dispersed without any open 
act of retaliation. 

It is understood the government will 
be asked to order am inquiry into the 
conduct of the officer in charge of the 
gendarmes. 

Salmeron’s triends claim that bullet 
marks around the window from which 
he was speaking show that the gend- 
armes tried to shoot him.

1895, or some other remote date. 
We know that every member 
elected last fall and every Siate 
officer elected was pledged to re- 
form our very extravagant State 
and county governments. If the 
people would rise in their might 
and bring into practical use the 
influence at their command, we 
are satisfied that the Legislature 
would take steps to give us imme- 
diate relief, but, instead, they seem 
to be forming combinations to still 
further tighten the grasp about 
our neck. For the past year the 
GAZETTE has howled itself hoarse 
in discussing questions that every 
body acknowleage to be right and 
just, and still they will stand idly 
by and see themselves bought and 
sold fer a mess of potage, wit!.out 
any well directed effort to ; uta 
stop to the business. We all liad 
the assurance that Senator Foley 
would accomplish much if elected 
to represent us; we had reason to 
hope for something from Senator 
“mmitt, but tell us what either 
one of these gentlemen have done 
to better our condition. The 
Washoe delegation in the Lower 
House have not introduced a single 
measure ofany kind whatever so 
far, or if they have we have not 
heard of it. 

Senators Williams and Rickey of 
Ormsby flew into a passion at the 
beginning of the session because 
the other members showed a luke- 
warm disposition to .pass any 
economic reform measures, but 
what have they donesince? Nearly 
one-third of the session has passed 
and absolutely nothing has been 
accomplished. True, Senator Foley 
has passed his measure legalizing 
the marriage of cousins, and Sena- 
tor LaGrave has introduced a bill 
to prevent employes getting caught 
in the switches and frogs on rail- 
road tracks, and Senator Sproule 
has had the courage to draft and 
present a bill providing for a reduc- 
tion of State expenses in 1895, and 
Senator Comins has introduced 
another providing for a State 
Board of Equalization, which, 
should it become a law in its pres- 
ent form, would be worse than no 
bill at all, and so it goes through 
the entire list of the members of 
the Fifteenth Session of the Ne- 
vada Legislature. 

This article is written in the best 
of good humor, in the hope that 

“some member will grasp the situa- 
tion, or that the people will move 
as one man and demand that seme- 
thing be done, and at once; it is 
written not in a fault-finding way, 
but with the kindliest .eeliag to- 
wards every one, but in the name 
of God, gentlemen, get down to 
cases and show the people that 
you have some consideration for 
their welfare, and respect the 
pledges you so solemnly made. 


Fousom’s Assembly bill, No. 11, 
providing for the Warden of the 
State Prison to hold office for four 
years from the date of McCul- 
lough’s election, on the 28th of 
January, should be cast into the 
shades of oblivion, his salary cut 
down to fifteen hundred dollars 
per annum, and the office of Dep- 
uty Warden abolished. A Deputy 
Warden is as useless as the fifth 
wheel of a coach, and it seems 
strange to us that some member 
who has the best interest of the 
people at heart does not introduce 
a bill remodeling the whole insti- 
tution. But as that class of mém- 
bers seem to be as scarce as hen’s 
teeth we dare not hope. 


AINSLEY’s bill (A. B. No. 12) we

INDIAN WOOD-WORKERS. 


‘The Flint and Glass Tools of the Aztec 
Carpenters. 

“Aboriginal carpentry,” says H. F. 
MeLeod, of the Smithsonian Institute, 
‘‘was the chief trade of our predecessors 
on this continent. The Indians and the 
mound builders had a very good idea of 
wood working. You will see even now 
some very pretty joining done by Sioux 
Indians. Their tent poles make a fit 
which many a white carpenter would 
not like to try to do better. | 

“The best carpenters, of course, were 
the Aztecs, who had arrived at quite a 
high stage of art, and whose tools, al- 
though they knew nothing of\ steel, are 


really excellent. We have a few of their 
tools at the Smithsonian, but|the best 
collection. is, of course, in the Citv of 
Mexico. The material used was almost 
wholly glass, especially for the finer 
perts of their wood entting. To chop 
trees they used flint axes, and for rough 
| hewing out of logs the same, but when 
it came to the accurate fitting in of the 
hewn timber, they handled glass knives, 
chisels and saws very deftly and with 
beautiful results. There is a ceaba 
wood post in Washington with hiero- 
glyphics and faces cut upon it, all with 
glass. You can see bits of the original 
chisel still sticking ‘in a corner of the 
wood, where it broke off three centuries 
ago under the hand of the workman. 
The Aztecs knew how to make a very 
good and manageable glass, and their 


best cutting blades, swords, daggers 
and spears, saws, chisels and axes were 
made of it. When the edge dulled they 
broke it from the end instead of sharpen- 
ing it, and got a new cutting line. 

‘You can see a great deal of aborigi- 
nal .carpentry still in use among the 
Moqui Indians of the United States, Of 
course they use our tools now, but 
they follow out their old patterns. 
They know how to make ladders, and 
they swing their doors on hinges from 
the top, and they know how to mortise 
timbers, knew how long before Colum- 
bus landed in America. Of course they 
use our tools differently from our way. 
The chisel they push rather than ham- 
mer, work the board up and down ona 
fixed saw, rather than the saw on the 
board, and withal they get creditable 
results. The frame work in the Pueblos 
is quite as honest as any thing we have 
in America.” 


NAVAL BALLOONS IN FRANCE. 


How They Are Used to Follow the Move- 
ments of Submarine Boats. 

Some experiments have been lately 
conducted by the French navy, which 
will have an important influence on the 
future use of the bailoon in time of 
war. A balloon was constructed, says 
the Chicago Globe, with a capacity of 
11,590 feet, especially for experimental 
purposes. It was inflated with hydro- 
gen, which was carried in reservoirs 
under a pressure of 100 atmospheres. 
A tail rope 130 feet long served to con- 
nect the balloon with a ship ofthe fleet 
when the balloon was required to be 
kept captive for reconnoitering pur- 
poses. It was found that on aclear day 
all important objects within a ridius of 
eighteen to twenty-four miles’ were 
clearly distinguished. 

Another very important point was 
that the waters of the sea, when ob- 
served from a considerable altitude, 
were found to be singularly clear, and 
the details of the bottom were in one of 
the ascents perfectly distinguishable, 
even at a depth of eighty feet. This pe- 


enliarity allowed an observer in the 


balloon to follow the movements of the 
submarine boat Gymnote, during its re- 
cent trials, without losing sight of it for 
a single moment, whatever its depth of 
SE . 


The balloon used on this occasion was

THE FACE AS AN INDEX, 


Influence of the Emgtions on Its 
Appearance. 


Brave Men Sometimes Turn Prie in the 
Face of Danger as Well as Cowards 
“Views of Learned Individuals 
on the Subject. 


That only cowards turn pale and 
tremble in the face of danger is one of 
the popular fallacies that unthinking 
people cling to with all the tenacity of 
ignorance. By many persons the man 
who pales and trembles under great ex- 
citement is called white-livered—what- 
ever that may mean—and is looked 
upon as a coward. In fact, there are 
but few people who do not hold that ex- 
cessive pallor is one of the distinguish- 
ing marks ofa mean, dastardly spirit. 

An egregiols error this, and one that 
should have been dispelled along with 
the belief in witches, the divine right of 
kings and similar popular monstrosities. 
Well grounded in this belief, a reporter 
of the San Francisco Chronicle set out 
to secure data on the subject from re- 
liable sources. | 

' “Do the brave turn pale?” 

“Of. course they do,” said Dr. J. F. 
Gibbon, of that city, to whom the in- 
fuiry was propounded, ‘‘and red, too, 
for that matter.” 

‘It is not, then, only the cowards who 
turn pale and tremble in the face of 
danger?” 

‘‘By no means,” said the doctor; ‘‘T 
have seen the bravest men get as white 


as death when laboring under intense 


excitement. I have seen men pale and 
tremble under the excitement caused by 
intense pain, and they were men, too, 


| who showed their braveness. by refus- 


ing to be put under the influence of an 
anmsthetic, and who did not utter a 
single cry when the knife was inflicting 
the most excruciating tortures. Under 
the same circumstances I have seen 
other men turn red, the blood seeming 
to burst through their skin. The 
is that the various. ex- 
pressions of emotions shown by 
men can not be made a guide 
as to his inner thoughts and feel- 
ings. The only things these expres- 


' gions do show is that the individual is 


undergoing intense. excitement, but 
whether of fear, anger, valor or pleas- 
ure, can onty be determined by the indi- 
vidual's actions.”’

‘‘The matter of blushing or paling is 
wholly beyond the control of the indi- 
vidual, and differs with the individual. 
The condition of the heart has much to 
do with these manifestations, as has the 
irritability of the brain. Rage, fright, 
pleasure or pain, or excessive emotion of 
any kind, often. produces pallor in per- 
sons healthy or unhealthy. Again, these 
same emotions, or any one of them, 
may be habitually displayed by great 
redness or flushing of the faee. Or, as 
if to make matters still more complex. 
a@ person may pale at one time and blush 
at another from identically the same 
cause.

accompany intense emotion and blush- 
ing the milder emotion, but there can 
be no cast-iron rule in the matter. Asa 
rule I have observed that men going 
into action for the first time usually 
exhibit great. pallor. On the other 
hand, though, I have seen cowards 
shrink away from the fields in mortal 
terror with faces red as beets or with- 
out exhibiting any signs of emotion 
whatever. As the soldier sees more 
service and becomes more used to the 
danger, the bloodshed and carnage of 
the battle-field these scenes arouse in 
him less intense emotions.” 

Herbert Spencer, in his *‘Principles of 
Psychology,’ sums up these emotiona 
expressions as the ‘“‘undirected overflow 
of nerve force.” 

While it is thus seen that psycholog- 
ists and physiognomists and men of sci- 
entific research are agreed that the ex- 
pressions of emot.ons do not manifest 
themselves the same way in the same 
individuals the question as to the origin 
of these forms of expressions and their 
various causes has not been so definitely 
settled or so clearly definew In the dis- 
cussion of this subject Charles Darwin, 
the great evolutionist, gives some very 
interesting data. In his ‘Expressions 
of Emotions in Man and Animals,” he 
says: 

“The most striking case, though a 
rare and abnormal one, which can be 
adduced of the direct influence of the 
nervous system when strongly affected, 
on the body; is the loss of color in the 
hair, which has occasionally been ob- 
served after extreme terror or grief. 
One authentic case has been recorded in 
the case of a man brought out for exe- 
cution, in which the change of color of 
the hair was so rapidas to be percepti- 
ble to the eye. . 

“Another good case is that of the 
trembling of the muscles. * * * Of 
all emotions fear notoriously is the most 
apt to produce trembling, but so do 
often great joy andanger. I remember 
once seeing a boy who had shot his first 
snipe on the wing, and his hands trem- 
bled to such a degree from delight that 
he could not for some time reload his 
gun.” 


In a Pound of Tea. 

A man who argues that one pound of 
tea makes four hundred small or three 
hundred ordinary-sized cups states his 
case as follows: Tea testers ordinarily 
use a silver five-cent piece for weighing 
the exact quantity required for a cup. 
As there are about twenty-five five-cent 
pieces to an ounce, and as there are 
sixteen ounces to a pound, it follows 
that one pound of tea will actually 
make four hundred cups, according to 
the standard of strength ordinarily re- 
quired by professional testers. . The 
eups used for this purpose contain, 
however, one-fourth less than the aver- 


lars, the distribution of. which was 
made the occasion of a lawsuit by some 
of the surviving members of his family, 
says the Toronto Globe.

Stephen’s wife; died, and latcly Stephen 
returned to Canada and told of: his mi- 
raculous escape from the wreck aftc7 
being washed about the lake for hours 
lashed to a spar, and of being picked up 
by a propellor, after which he went to 
Honduras and Central America. He 
has been identified by his only surviving 
son and a neivhbor who knaew Ina 
years ago, andan erder was made fui 
the payment of his share of his father's 
estate.
